Among other crops neglected in New Englnnd is the apple crop which, 


according to (he best authorities, might be made one of the best assets of 


the New England farmer. 
The farmers of past generations planted some 


orchards hero nnd these, hear the greater part of the apple crop of New 
England. 
The trees are old and rotting. 
They receive very little atten- 


tion and little in the line of pruning, protection against (lie moth pests or 
any assistance in the enrichment of tlie soil. 


It is estimated that with proper care and cultivation tho sum of $300 


an. acre can be easily made from apples at the present prices. 
This, of 


course, would require, special cultivation, and attention. 


There is a great deal of waste land (hat might easily be converted into j < 


apple orchards. Of course an apple tree, like every other tree (lint bears:'' 


fruit, requires a soil in which there is some nourishment or plant food. 
There are many tracts of waste Innd abundantly rich to grow apples, and if 


apple trees were planted in such places, in a short time they would prove 


quite profitable. Worcester couniy. in this stare, has the credit of being (he- 
best county for apples. Other coiiiilii'H could do equally well if the. farmers 
paid special attention to the cultivation of apples. 
There is scarcely any 


crop that can he raised with as little cost as apples, once tlie trees have 
reached maturity.

THE 
APPLE 
CROP NEGLECTED. 


Among other crops neglected in New England is the apple crop which, 


according to the best authorities, might he mnde one of the best assets of 
the New England farmer. The farmers of past generations planted some 
orchards here and these bear the greater part of the apple crop of New 
England. The trees are old and rotting. 
They receive very little atten- 


tion and little in the line of pruning, protection against the moth pests or 
any assistance in the enrichment of the soil. 


It is estimated that with proper care and cultivation the sum of $300 


an acre can be easily made from apples at. the present prices. This, of 
course, would require special cultivation and attention. 


There is a great deal of waste land that might easily be converted into 


apple orchards. Of course an apple tree, like every other tree that heart; 
fruit, requires a soil in which there is some nourishment or plant food. 
There are many tracts of waste land abundantly rich to grow apples, and if 
apple trees were planted in such places, in a short time they would prove 
quite profitable. Worcester county, in this stale, has the credit of being the 
best county for apples. Other counties could do equally well if the farmers 
paid special attention to the cultivation of apples. There is scarcely any 
crop that can be raised with as little cost as apples, once the trees have 
reached maturity.

countries may lead In popularity dur- 
ing other days In the year, New York 
still clings to Its turkey, cranberry 
sauce and pumpkin pie on Thanksgiv- 
ing day, even In Its most famous-eat- 
ing places. Particularly does pumpkin 
pie continue in favor, although tho 
manner of Its makin-1 Is now perhaps 
more complicated than in the early 
New. England days. At the Hotel Aetor, 
one of New York's most noted hostel- 
ries, tho famous chef Michaud has a 
recipe, which heretofore has remained 
a ' secret, that seems to reach 
the 


American palate more effectively than 
any other. His manner of compound- 
Ing this famous Thanksgiving pie, 03 
furnished by himself, is as follows: 


To eight whole egi,-s and the yolks of 


crust, and bake In a medium oven. 
This quantity Is sufficient for five good 
sized pies. 


Whether it is due to Midland's skill 


or to the effectiveness of his recipe the 
fact remains that on Thanksgiving 
day the guests and employees at Hotel 
Astor consume more than 3,000 of these 
pumpkin pies. 


Although pumpkin pie is a gastro- 


nomic triumph accredited to New Eng- 
land housekeepers, there Is no good 


coast. 
And It is interesting to com- 


pare a Creole recipe for the great 
Thanksgiving day piece de resistance 
with a famous old formula In a Massa- 
chuBettes family, which says: 
"The 


flavor of the pumpkin is developed 
only by a long and gentle application 
of heat, so when preparing It lor pies 
always stew It with the other ingre- 
dients; 
To each cupful of pulp add 


two well beaten oggs, half a cup of 
sugar, tablespoonful of cornstarch dis- 


delicacies, and it was with feelings of 
distinct gratitude that I annexed-the 
data given to mo by a celebrated con- 
cocter of entrees for a pumpkin Um- 
balo which appears each year on the 
originator's Thanksgiving table as an 
accompaniment to hot boiled ham, a 
course which is never'absent from" this 
feast day's 'menu. ' The pumpkin for 
the timbalo is prepared the same as 
for pies, breaking it into pieces, re- 
moving tho shell and 
boiling 
and 


easy if one only knows how to set 
about it. 


What, after all, is It that must be 


accomplished? Simply that the entire 
carcass, leg and wing bnnes and body 
altogether, must bo removed from the

Thanks to the good work of "Bob" Garland; a Inddermnn of truck 8, no loss of human life will be recorded, and 
while the fire covered considerable ground the property loss is practically insigfinicant because of the fact that 
the buildings burned were being-torn down to make way for the new storage warehouse to be erected by a Bostou 
concern.

The scene of the fire was in Jackson and Middlesex streets, and it was responsible for no less than four 


alarms, three box-and a telephone alarm.' The first alarm was sounded from box 72 at 2.05 a. m., arid a second 
alarm was sent in at 2.13. Then came the telephone alarm and later an alarm-from box 172, located at the corner 
of Appleton and Favor streets. Sparks from the Jackson street fire carried to Appleton street and took root 
there, but did not do any material damage.

prison and lynched with somewhat less cruelty. 


Not only the city of Cairo and the state of Illinois are disgraced by 


this outrage but the entire country. Governor Dineen sends troops'to the 
scene but that will not prevent a repetition of the outbreak whenever a 
murder is committed. 


If leaders in these lynching mobs were brought to justice and hanged 


there would be fewer such outbreaks in tho future, but 
while 
Governor 


Dineen sends troops to Cairo, he does not institute an investigation that 
might result in the arrest of the ringleaders. 


THE APPLE CROP NEGLECTED. 


Among other crops neglected in New England is tho apple crop which, 


according to the best authorities, might be made one of the best assets of 
the New England farmer. 
The fanners of past generations planted some 


orchards here and these bear the greater part of the apple crop of New 
England. The trees arc old and rotting. 
They receive very little atten- 


tion and little in the lino of pruning, protection against the moth posts or 
any assistance in the enrichment, of the soil. 


It is estimated that with proper care and cultivation the sum of $300 


an acre can be easily made from apples nt the present prices. 
This, of 


course, would require special cultivation and attention. 


There is a great deal of waste land that might easily be converted into 


apple orchards.. Of course an apple tree, like every other tree that bears 
fruit, requires a soil in which there is some nourishment or plant food. 
There are many tracts of waste land abundantly rich to grow apples, and if 
apple trees were planted in such places, in n short time they would prove 
quite profitable. Worcester county, in this state, hns the credit, of being the 
best county for apples. Other counties could do equally well if tho farmers 
paid special attention to the cultivation of apples. There is scarcely any 
crop that can he raised with as little cost as apples, once the trees have 
reached maturity.

NEW SPANISH 


Raises Question 


States and Cuba 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Through 


the TJ. S. minister in Havana the state 
department has called upon the Cuban 
government for a statement intended 
to disclose whether or not the newly 
negotiated treaty between Spain and 
Cuba constitutes such an arrangement 
as would destroy the preferential treat- 
ment granted American imports 
into 


Cuba under tho existing reciprocity 
treaty. The continuance of this treaty, 
which has done much to foster trade 
between Cuba and America, depends 


probably upon the nature of this an- 
swer. 


Under tho terms of the reciprocity 


treaty, United States imports 
into 


Cuba were to be granted a preferential 
rate ranging between 25 and 40 per 
cent, In return for a like preferential 
rate of 20 per cent on Cuban goods 
coming into the United States. Now 
news c'omes from Madrid that Spain 
has practically completed a new treaty 
with Cuba, allowing an abatement of 60 
per cent on Cuban Imports into Spain 
in return for concessions of a like na- 
ture of Spanish goods entering Cuba.
